spiracy. Ten men, moatly Italians, have

Before § o'vlock he departed from the
Hotel Seribe, driving in a landau sur-
rounded by Republican guards and by bley-
cle polleemen, to visit the premier, M. Wal-
deck-Roussean, He wis accompanied by
Lr. Leyds, Dr. Van Hammel and Delegate
Filgcher., The party was met at the
entragee to the premier’'s salon by M, Ul-
rich, director of the ecabiunet, who futro-
duced the visitors to the prime minister,
The Interview took place In M, Waldeck-
Rousseau’s private study and lasted ten
minutes. At §:30 o'clock the premler, ace
companled by M. Ulrlch, returred the call.

“The sim of such a meeting sbhould be,
primarily, to unify the forces on the side
of law, decency, nnd the protection of the
wenk, In this community. But in such an
effort au ecclesiastle Is not the lnstrument,
His particular afiilatious make him  dis-
tinetly not o persons gratn to priests aod
ministers (aud sometimes people) of other
